The Mecca of sbte parks and a population being recognized for 
the development of the next level of Skateboarders, we can 
see the possibility of skate towns. The Northwest is paving a 
path, as well as breeding a new environment for skateboarders 
to thrive. Skateboarders are in a constant search, scouring the 
landscapes to create their mark in the developing urban world, 
as well as creating a new artistic roll in society'.
